INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


To  the  Seleclboard  and  Town  Manager 
Town  of  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Haverhill,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  2003,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  arc  the  responsibility  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill, 
New  Hampshire's  management.  Our  res[)onsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general  puipose 
financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  auditing  standards  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perfonn  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general 
puipose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and 
significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general  purpose  financial 
statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  I,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do 
not  mclude  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  which  should  be  included 
in  order  to  conform  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues  of  $575,855  in  its  General  Fund 
which  were  not  received  in  cash  within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as  required  by  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  the  United  Slates  of  America  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials  believe,  and 
we  concur,  that  the  application  of  this  accounting  principle,  which  would  result  in  a  decrease  of  the 
undesignated  General  Fund  balance  fi'om  $212,326  to  ($363,529),  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of 
the  Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  and  fiiture  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  omission 
described  in  the  third  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly, 
in  all  matenal  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  December 
31,  2003  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  cash  flows  of  its  non-expendable  trust  fiinds  for  the  year 
then  ended  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 


Our  audit  was  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  of  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combmmg  financial  statements  and  schedules  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire.  Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  and, 
in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

NOTE  I-SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire  conform  to  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  for  local  governmental  units,  except  as  indicated 
hereinafter.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  significant  accounting  policies: 

Financial  Reporting  Entity 

The  Town  of  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire  (the  "Town")  was  incorporated  in  1763.  The  Town  operates 
under  a  Town  Meeting/Town  Manager  form  of  government  and  performs  local  govemmenlal  fiuictions 
authorized  by  State  law. 

The  accompanying  financial  statements  of  the  Town  present  the  financial  position  of  the  various  fimd 
types  and  account  groups,  the  results  of  operations  of  the  various  fund  types,  and  the  statement  of  cash 
flows  for  the  non-expendable  trust  fijnds. 

The  fmancial  statements  mclude  those  of  the  vanous  departments  governed  by  the  Selectboard  and  other 
elected  officials  with  financial  responsibility.  The  Town  has  no  organizational  units,  which  meet  the 
criteria  for  inclusion  in  the  financial  statements  as  defined  by  the  Govenmiental  Accounting  Standards 
Board. 

Fund  Accounting 

The  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  fiinds  and  account  groups,  each  of  which  is 
considered  a  separate  accounting  entity.  The  operations  of  each  fimd  are  accounted  for  with  a  separate 
set  of  self-balancing  accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fiind  balances,  revenues,  and 
expenditures/expenses.  Accordingly,  interfimd  receivables  and  payables  have  not  been  eliminated.  The 
various  fimds  are  summarized  by  type  in  the  financial  statements.  Individual  funds  and  account  groups 
summarized  in  the  financial  statements  are  classified  as  follows: 

Gpvernmental  Funds 

Governmental  Funds  are  those  through  which  most  governmental  functions  of  the  Town  are  financed. 
The  acquisition,  use  and  balances  of  the  Town's  expendable  financial  resources  and  the  related  liabilities 
are  accounted  for  through  governmental  funds. 

General  Fund  ■  The  General  Fund  is  the  general  operating  fund  of  the  Town,  It  is  used  to  account  for  all 
financial  resources  except  those  required  to  be  accounted  for  in  another  fund. 

Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Special  Revenue  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  specific  restricted  revenues  and 
expenditures.  The  Haverhill  Cemetery  Association,  Mildred  W.  Page  Fund,  and  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  are  accounted  for  as  Special  Revenue  Funds.

NOTE  1-SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (CONTINUED) 

Capital  Projects  Funds  -  Capital  Project  Funds  are  used  to  account  for  financial  resources  to  be  used  for 
the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major  capital  facilities  and  equipment.  The  Sewer  Line  Project  Fund  is 
accounted  for  as  a  Capital  Projects  Fund. 

Fiduciary  Funds 

Assets  are  held  by  the  Town  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  or  as  an  agent  for  individuals,  private  organizations, 
other  governmental  units,  and/or  other  fijnds  for  various  purposes.  Receipts  and  expenditures  are 
governed  by  statutes,  local  law,  or  terms  of  the  gift. 

Trust  Funds  -  Trust  funds  include  expendable  and  non-expendable  funds.  Non-expendable  trust  funds 
are  accounted  for  and  reported  as  proprietary  funds,  since  capital  maintenance  is  critical.  Expendable 
trust  fiinds  (Capital  Reserve  Funds  and  ihe  Haverhill/Bath  Covered  Bridge  Expendable  Trust  Fund)  are 
accounted  for  in  essentially  the  same  marmer  as  governmental  funds. 

Account  Groups 

Account  groups  are  not  funds;  they  do  not  reflect  available  financial  resources  and  related  liabilities,  but 
arc  accounting  records  of  general  fixed  assets  and  general  long-term  obligations,  respectively.  The 
following  is  a  description  of  the  account  gioups  of  the  Town. 

General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  -  The  Town  does  not  record  the  acquisition  of  fixed  assets  in  the 
Genera!  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  as  required  by  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  Stales  of  America.  Fixed  assets  acquired  or  constructed  for  general  govenmient  services  are 
recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making  the  expenditures.  Funds  used  to  acquire  fixed  assets  and/or 
debt  service  payments  on  borrowings  in  connection  therewith  are  accounted  for  as  expenditures  in  the 
year  payments  are  made. 

General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group  -  The  Town  accounts  for  its  long-term  obligations  in  the 
General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group. 

Total  Columns  on  Combined  Financial  Statements 

Total  columns  on  the  combined  statements  are  captioned  "Memorandum  Only"  to  indicate  that  they  are 
presented  only  to  facilitate  financial  analysis.  Data  in  these  columns  do  not  present  financial  position, 
results  of  operations,  or  cash  flows  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used  for  the  non-expendable  trust  funds.  The  measurement  focus  of 
these  funds  is  delermmation  of  net  income,  financial  position,  and  cash  flows  ("capita!  maintenance" 
focus).

NOTE  1-SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (CONTINUED) 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  the  governmental  funds.  Under  the  modified 
accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  susceptible  to  accrual,  i.e.,  both  measurable  and 
available.  Available  means  collectible  within  the  current  period  or  soon  enough  thereafter  to  be  used  to 
pay  liabilities  of  the  current  period.  Expenditures,  other  than  interest  on  long-term  debt,  are  recorded 
when  the  liability  is  incurred,  if  measurable. 

In  applying  the  susceptible  to  accrual  concept  to  intergovernmental  revenues,  the  legal  and  contractual 
requirements  of  the  numerous  individual  programs  are  used  as  guidance.  There  are,  however,  essentially 
two  types  of  revenues.  In  one,  monies  must  be  expended  on  the  specific  purpose  or  project  before  any 
amounts  vn\l  be  paid  to  the  Town;  therefore,  revenues  are  recognized  based  upon  the  expenditures 
recorded.  In  the  oflier,  monies  are  virtually  unrestricted  as  to  purpose  of  expenditure  and  are  usually 
revocable  only  for  failure  to  comply  with  prescribed  compliance  requirements.  These  resources  are 
reflected  as  revenues  at  the  time  of  receipt  or  earlier  if  the  susceptible  to  accrual  criteria  are  met. 

Licenses  and  permits,  charges  for  services,  and  miscellaneous  revenues  (except  investment  earnings)  are 
recorded  as  revenues  when  received  in  cash  because  they  are  generally  not  measurable  until  actually 
received.  Investment  earnings  are  recorded  as  earned,  since  tiiey  are  measurable  and  available.  (See 
Property  Taxes  for  property  tax  accrual  policy.) 

During  the  course  of  normal  operations,  the  Town  has  numerous  transactions  between  fimds,  including 
expenditures  and  transfers  of  resources  to  pro\'ide  services,  construct  assets,  and  service  debt.  The 
accompanying  governmental  and  fiduciary  fimds  financial  statements  reflect  such  transactions  as 
transfers. 


The  preparation  of  financial  statements  in  conformity  with  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in 
the  United  States  of  America  require  management  to  make  estimates  and  assumptions  that  affect  certain 
reported  amounts  and  disclosures.  Accordingly,  actual  results  may  differ  from  those  estimates. 
Significant  estimates  include  the  allowance  for  uncollectible  receivables. 

Budgetary  Data 

Tlie  Town  budget  represents  departmental  appropriations  as  authorized  by  annual  or  special  Town 
meetings.  The  Selectboard  may  transfer  funds  between  operating  categories  as  they  deem  necessary. 
The  Town  adopts  its  budget  under  regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration,  which  differ  somewhat  from  accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Budgets  for  capital  projects  funds  are  adopted  in  the  year  the  project  is  authorized 
and  may  extend  over  multiple  accounting  periods.  The  budget  presented  for  reporting  purposes  has  been 
reclassified  as  follows:

NOTE  l-SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (CONTINUED) 

Investments  ■  Investments  are  stated  at  their  fair  value.  Certificates  of  deposit  with  a  maturity  greater 
than  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  issuance  are  included  as  investments. 

Taxes  Receivable  -  Property  taxes  levied  for  2003  and  pnor  are  recorded  as  receivables  net  of  an 
allowance  for  estimated  uncollectible  taxes  of  $65,000. 

Tax  Deeded  Properly  -  The  Town  has  acquired  several  tracts  of  land  over  the  years  for  non-payment  of 
real  estate  taxes  through  deeds  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector.  The  Town  does  not  record  these  assets 
acquired  on  its  fmancial  statements.  The  Town  may  either  offer  these  properties  to  the  onginal  owner 
for  the  amount  of  unpaid  taxes  or  auction  them  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Due  lo  Other  Governments  -  At  December  31,  2003,  the  balance  of  the  property  tax  appropnation  due  to 
the  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District  was  $1,686,109. 

Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Expenses 

Property  Taxes  -  The  Town's  property  taxes,  due  semi-annually  on  July  7,  2003  and  December  15,  2003, 
are  levied  based  on  the  assessed  value  as  of  the  pnor  April  lat  ($194,622,771  as  of  April  1,  2003)  for  all 
taxable  real  property.  Taxes  paid  after  the  due  dates  accnie  interest  at  12%  per  aimum.  Current  tax 
collections  were  90.6%  of  the  tax  Icvj'. 

The  Tov/n  collects  taxes  for  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District,  Grafton  County,  and  Woodsville, 
Haverhill  Comer,  North  Haverhill,  and  Mountain  Lakes  Precincts,  which  are  remitted  to  them  as  required 
by  law.  The  Town  also  collects  State  of  New  Hampshire  Education  taxes,  which  are  remitted  directly  to 
the  school  distnci.  Total  taxes  appropriated  during  Lhe  year  were  $4,036,109,  $308,867,  $124,706, 
$73,373.  $14,703,  and  $223,079  for  the  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District.  Grafton  County,  and 
Woodsville,  Haverhill  Comer,  North  Haverhill,  and  Mountain  Lakes  Precincts,  respectively.  These  taxes 
are  not  recognized  as  revenues  in  these  financial  statements.  The  Town  bears  responsibility  for 
uncollected  taxes. 

Under  State  law,  the  Tax  Collector  obtains  tax  liens  on  properties  for  which  taxes  remain  unpaid  in  the 
following  year  after  the  taxes  are  due,  for  the  amount  of  unpaid  taxes,  interest  and  costs.  These  priority 
lax  liens  accrue  interest  at  1 8%  per  annum.  If  the  property  is  not  redeemed  within  a  two  year  redemption 
period,  the  property  is  tax  deeded  to  the  Town. 

The  net  2003  receivables  expected  to  be  collected  subsequent  to  March  1,  2004  of  $575,855  have  been 
recognized  as  tax  revenues  in  the  General  Fund,  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  accounting  principles 
generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  Amenca.  Tovra  officials  have  decided  that  compliance  with 
accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America  (GASB  Interpretation  3),  which 
would  reduce  undesignated  General  Fund  balance  from  $212,326  to  ($363,529),  could  make  these 
financial  statements  misleading,  due  to  the  limited  sixty  day  revenue  recognition  penod  after  year  end. 
This  understatement  might  give  the  user  of  these  financial  statements  a  misleading  impression  about  the 
Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current  or  future  obligations.

NOTE  l-SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  (CONTINUED) 

Under  existing  State  laws,  the  Town  will  either  receive  fijil  payment  or  acquire  legal  ownership  of 
property  in  lieu  of  payment  in  2006.  Prior  history  indicates  that  a  substantial  portion  of  overdue  taxes  are 
paid  before  this  date. 

Accrued  Vacation  and  Sick  Leave  -  Employees  may  accumulate  sick  leave  days  at  a  rate  of  1.25  per 
month,  cumulative  to  a  maximum  of  40  days,  but  are  not  entitled  to  a  lump  sum  cash  payment  with  the 
exception  of  death  or  retirement.  An  employee  is  eligible  for  twenty-five  percent  of  accumulated  sick 
leave  upon  death  or  retirement.  The  estimated  value  of  accumulated  sick  leave  at  December  31,  2003  is 
$13,206  and  has  been  recorded  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  Account  Group.  Employees  earn 
vacation  at  ten  to  twenty  days  per  year  dependent  on  length  of  senice.  Accrued/unused  vacation  and 
holiday  pay  of  $34,782  has  been  included  as  a  liability  in  the  General  Fund  in  these  financial  statements. 

NOTE  2— STEWARDSHIP,  COMPLIANCE  AND  ACCOUNTABIUTY 

During  the  year  ended  December  31,  2003,  the  Town  transferred  $14,472  from  the  General  Fund  to  the 
Sewer  Line  Capital  Projects  Fund  without  an  appropriation  to  offset  the  deficit  fund  balance,  which  is 
not  in  accordance  with  State  law. 

NOTE  3-RlSK  MANAGEMENT 

The  Town  is  exposed  to  \'arious  nsks  of  losses  related  to  torts;  theft  of,  damage  to,  and  destruction  of 
assets;  errors  and  omissions;  injuries  to  employees;  and  natural  disasters.  During  2003,  the  Town  was  a 
member  of  the  Local  Government  Center  Property-Liability  Trust,  LLC  (LGC)  and  the  New  Hampshire 
Public  Risk  Management  Exchange  (PRIMEX).  The  Tovm  currently  reports  all  of  its  risk  management 
activities  in  its  General  Fund.  These  Trusts  are  classified  as  "Risk  Pools"  in  accordance  with  accounting 
principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  Trust  agreements  permit  the  Trusts  to  make  additional  assessments  to  members  should  there  be  a 
deficiency  in  Trust  assets  to  meet  its  habilities.  Accounting  principles  generally  accepted  in  the  United 
States  of  America  require  members  of  pools  with  a  sharing  of  risk  to  delennine  whether  or  not  such 
assessment  is  probable  and,  if  so,  a  reasonable  estimate  of  such  assessment.  At  this  time,  the  Trusts 
foresee  no  likelihood  of  an  additional  assessment  for  any  of  the  past  years. 

Claims  expenditures  and  liabilities  are  reported  when  it  is  probable  that  a  loss  has  occurred  and  the 
amount  of  that  loss  can  be  reasonably  estimated.  These  losses  include  an  estimate  of  claims  that  have 
been  incurred  but  not  reported.  Based  on  the  best  available  information  there  is  no  liability  at  December 
31,2003. 

Local  Government  Center  Property-Liability  Trust,  LLC 

The  LGC  is  a  Trust  organized  to  provide  certain  property-  and  liability  insurance  coverages  to  member 
towns,  cities,  and  other  qualified  political  subdivisions  of  New  Hampshire.  As  a  member  of  the  LGC,  the 
Town  of  Haverhill  shares  in  contributing  to  the  cost  of  and  receiving  benefits  from  a  self-insured  pooled 
risk  management  program.  The  program  includes  a  Self  Insured  Retention  from  which  is  paid  up  to 
$500,000  for  each  and  every  covered  property,  crime  and/or  liability  loss  that  exceeds  $1,000.

IVew  Hampshire  Public  Risk  Management  Exchange 

PRIMEX  was  organized  to  provide  slatulory  worker's  compensation  coverage  to  member  towns,  cities, 
and  other  qualified  political  subdivisions  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Trust  is  self-sustaining  through  annual 
member  premiums  and  provides  coverage  for  the  statutorily  required  workers'  compensation  benefits  and 
employer's  liability  coverage  up  to  $2,000,000.  The  program  includes  a  Loss  Fund  fi^om  which  is  paid  up 
to  $500,000  for  each  and  every  covered  claim. 

NOTE  4-CASH  AND  INVESTMENTS 

The  Town's  mvestment  policy  for  Governmental  Fund  Types  requires  that  deposits  and  investments  be 
made  in  New  Hampshire  based  fmancial  institutions  that  are  participants  in  one  of  the  federal  depository 
insurance  programs.  The  Town  limits  its  deposits  to  money  market  investment  accounts  in  accordance 
with  New  Hampshire  State  law  (RSA  41:29)  or  the  New  Hampshire  Public  Deposit  Investment  Pool 
(NHPDIP),  an  external  investment  pool.  Responsibility  for  the  investments  of  the  Trust  Funds  is  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  who  has  employed  professional  banking  assistance  in  accordance  with  New 
Hampshire  state  law  (RSA  31:38a). 

The  NHPDIP  is  not  registered  with  tlie  United  States  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  an 
investment  company.  The  NHPDIP  was  created  by  state  law  and  is  administered  by  a  public  body  of 
state,  local  and  banking  officials. 

At  year  end,  the  carrying  amount  of  the  Town's  deposits  was  $229,105  and  the  bank  balance  was 
$253,609.  Of  the  bank  balance,  $104,550  was  covered  by  federal  depository  insurance  and  $149,059  was 
uninsured  and  uncollateralized. 

The  Town's  investments  are  categorized  to  pronde  an  indication  of  the  level  of  risk  assumed  by  the 
Town  of  Haverhill.  Category  1  includes  investments  that  are  insured  or  registered  or  for  which  the 
securities  are  held  by  the  Town  or  its  agent  in  the  Town's  name.  Category  2  includes  uninsured  and 
imregistered  investments  for  which  the  securities  are  held  by  the  broker's  or  dealer's  trust  department  or 
agent  in  the  Town's  name.  Category  3  includes  uninsured  and  unregistered  investments  for  which  the 
securities  are  held  by  the  broker  or  dealer,  or  by  its  trust  department  or  agent  but  not  in  the  Town's  name.

NOTE  5-EMPLOYEE  RETIREMENT  PLAN 

A'JEH'  Hampshire  Retirement  System 

Plan  Description 

The  Town  contributes  to  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System  (NHRS),  a  cost-sharing  multiple- 
employer  defmed  benefit  pension  plan  administered  by  the  NHRS  Board  of  Trustees.  The  plan  provides 
service,  disability,  death  and  vested  retirement  allowances  to  plan  members  and  beneficiaries.  Benefit 
provisions  are  established  and  may  be  amended  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  legislature.  The  NHRS 
issues  a  publicly  available  fmancial  report  that  includes  financial  statements  and  required  supplementary 
information  for  NHRS.  That  report  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System,  4 
Chenell  Drive,  Concord,  New  Hampshire  03301. 

Funding  Policy 

Covered  public  safely  and  general  employees  are  required  to  contribute  9.3%  or  5.0'}^  of  their  covered 
salary,  respectively,  and  the  Town  is  required  to  contribute  at  an  actuarially  determined  rate.  The  Town's 
contribution  rates  for  police  officers  and  general  employees  were  5.33%  and  4. 14%,  respectively  through 
June  30, 2003  and  7.87%  and  5.90%,  respectively  thereafter.  The  Town  contributes  65%  of  the  employer 
cost  for  public  safely  officers  employed  by  the  Town  and  the  State  contributes  the  remaining  35%  of  the 
employer  cost  The  Town  contributes  100%  of  the  employer  cost  for  general  employees  of  the  Town. 
On-behalf  fiinge  benefits  for  police  officers  (GASB  Statement  #24)  contributed  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  have  not  been  recognized  as  amounts  are  not  material  to  the  financial  statements. 

Per  RSA-100:16,  plan  member  contribution  rates  are  established  and  may  be  amended  by  the  New 
Hampshire  State  legislature  and  employer  conbibulion  rates  are  determined  by  the  NHRS  Board  of 
Trustees  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation.  Tlie  Town's  contributions  to  the  NHRS  for  the  years  ending 
December  31,  2003,  2002.  and  2001  were  $30,863,  $22,724,  and  $19,802,  respectively,  equal  to  the 
required  contributions  for  each  year.

NOTE  7-ADVANCED  REFUNDING  OF  DEBT 

On  April  21,  2003,  the  Town  issued  $268,160  of  General  Obligation  Bonds  with  an  interest  rate  of  3.0% 
to  advance  refund  $268,160  of  outstanding  bonds  (old  debt)  with  an  interest  rate  of  4.85%.  The  net 
proceeds  of  $268,160  were  used  to  retire  the  old  debt  entirely.  As  a  result,  the  old  debt  is  considered  to 
be  defeased  and  the  liability  fur  those  bonds  has  been  removed  firom  the  general  long-term  debt  account 
group. 

The  Town  advance  refiinded  the  bonds  to  reduce  its  total  debt  service  payment  over  the  next  fifteen  years 
by  $38,150  and  to  obtain  an  economic  gain  (difference  between  present  value  of  the  old  and  new  debt 
service  payments)  of  $33,225. 

NOTE  S-NON-EXPENDABLE  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  principal  amounts  of  all  non-expendable  trust  fiinds  are  restricted  by  law  or  specific  terms  of 
individual  bequests,  in  that  only  income  earned  may  be  expended.

The  general  provisions  of  GASB  Statement  No.  34  must  be  implemented  by  the  Town  of  Haverhill  no 
later  than  the  year  ending  December  31.  2004.  The  retroactive  reporting  of  infrastructure  is  encouraged, 
but  is  not  required.

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HAVERHILL-BATH  COVERED  BRIDGE  COMMITTEE  -  2004  TOWN  REPORT 


The  year  2004  proved  to  have  more  stumbling  blocks  for  restoration  of  the 
Haverhill-Bath  Covered  Bridge.  Funding  was  again  a  problem.  In  April,  a 
letter  was  sent  to  again  request  absolvement  of  the  matching  grant  of 
$162,500  to  receive  the  Federal  Highway  grant  of  $650,000  to  restore  the 
bridge.  The  request  was  turned  down.  Looking  for  additional  funding,  three 
more  grant  requests  to  private  individuals  were  sent  out.  but  to  no  avail.  A 
CDBG  Handicapped  Public  Facility  Grant  for  $65,000  was  also  submitted 
later  in  the  year,  but  the  results  will  not  be  known  until  the  Spring  of  2005. 
An  appropriation  request  for  $100,000  will  be  submitted  at  the  Haverhill 
Town  Meeting  in  March:  the  Town  of  Bath  will  ask  for  $20,000.  Town 
appropriations  are  vital  if  we  are  to  move  forward  with  the  restoration. 

On  behalf  of  all  Committee  members,  Velma  and  I  would  like  to  ask  that  you 
support  the  restoration  of  this  historic  treasure  in  any  way  you  can.  There  are 
many  beautiful  old  buildings  in  the  area,  but  only  one  Haverhill-Bath  Covered 
Bridge!  It  is  the  oldest  Town  lattice  truss  bridge  still  standing  in  the  llnited 
States,  and  possibly  the  oldest  covered  bridge  in  the  countr)-  as  well.  It  iriust 
be  saved  for  future  generations  to  see.  It  must  be  saved  for  the  economic 
prosperity  of  the  towns.  It  must  be  saved  for  you!

TTiere  being  no  further 
nominations,  Mr.  Holden  moved  that  nominations  cease  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  Joseph 
Maccini.  Dick  Guy  seconded  the  motion.  All  voted  in  fevor. 

Article  6:  To  Choose  One  (1)  Water  and  Light  Commissioner  for  a  Terra  of  Three  (3)  Years. 

Jay  Holden  nominated  Richard  Roy.  Larry  Corey  seconded  the  motion.  There  being  no  fiuther 
nominations,  Mr.  Holden  moved  that  nominations  cease  and  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  Richard  Roy. 
Larry  Corey  seconded  the  motion.  All  voted  in  favor. 

Article?:  To  hear  the  Reports  of  the  OHicers  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 


Jay  Holden  moved  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report.  Larry  Corey  seconded  the  motion. 
Mr.  Corey  stated  that  there  should  be  a  correction  in  the  budget  section  regarding  the  Tower  Truck 
Recovery.  The  monetary  value  should  be  $45,104.80.  This  money  was  applied  against  the  Tower  Truck 
loans.  Robert  Maccini  asked  if  there  should  be  an  adjustment  on  the  revenue  side  of  the  budget.  Mr.  Corey 
stated  that  it  did  not  have  to  be  since  the  monies  were  applied  to  the  loan.  There  was  no  furttier  discussion 
regarding  this  matter. 

Mr.  Corey  also  stated  that  there  was  a  math  error  on  page  141  of  the  Town  Report  regarding  the  Water 
Treatment  Plant  budget.  The  amount  should  read  $296,465.00. 

Mr.  Corey  stated  the  Town  of  Haverhill  owes  the  Precinct  of  Woodsville  money  from  the  Daniels  Road 
project  as  noted  by  Ed  Young  in  the  amount  of  $5013.00. 

Mr.  Holden  asked  a  question  regarding  the  Water  Treatment  plant.  Robert  Fagnant  stated  that  the  pump 
station  would  update  to  variable  speed  drives. 

Mr.  Holden  moved  the  question.  There  was  no  further  discussion  and  all  voted  in  favor  of  the  article  as 
corrected. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  District  Commissioners  to  issue  interest 
bearing  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  other  revenues  of  the  financial  year  to  provide  for  current 
maintenance  and  operation  expenses. 

Jay  Holden  moved  the  article.  Robert  Maccmi  seconded  the  motion.  Mr.  Holden  asked  what  the  projected 
tax  rate  would  be.  Mr.  Corey  stated  it  would  be  $1.12,  down  from  $2.29.  There  was  no  discussion  and  Mr. 
Holden  moved  the  question.  There  being  no  further  discussion,  all  voted  in  favor  of  the  article. 

Article  9:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may  become  available  during  the  course  of  the 
year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from  any  other 
govemmental  unit  or  private  source  to  legally  appropriate  money.

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TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  HAVERHILL, 
WE  SUBMIT  THE  SIXTH  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  BOARD  REPORT 

The  budget  that  we  are  presenting  to  you  this  year  continues  the 
progress  we  have  been  making  in  our  school  system.  At  the  same 
time,  we  hope  to  bring  the  taxpayers  some  tax  relief  this  year.  It 
appears  the  budget  will  be  up  by  3.7%,  but  we  project  that  taxes  will 
be  down  approximately  $.70  per  thousand  if  all  warrant  articles  pass. 

We  will  be  asking  the  taxpayers  to  approve  the  cost  of  the  first  year 
of  a  two-year  agreement  between  the  support  staff  and  the  school 
board.  This  negotiated  settlement  is  listed  as  a  warrant  article  and  if 
approved  it  will  add  approximately  $.31  to  the  tax  rate  in  this  budget. 

The  school  board  feels  that  we  need  to  make  our  buildings  more 
efficient  and  at  the  same  time  project  the  repairs  to  our  buildings 
within  the  next  four  years.  We  will  be  asking  voters  to  approve 
another  Quality  Zone  Academy  Bond  (QZAB)  proposal  for  $1.7 
million  dollars  this  year.  This  bond  must  pass  by  a  two-  thirds  vote. 
You  may  remember  that  the  QZAB  Bond  actually  pays  us  interest  on 
the  money,  and  this  proposal  also  qualifies  for  60%  building  aid  from 
the  State  of  NH.  We  hope  to  replace  windows,  mainly  at  Woodsville 
High  School,  and  make  lighting,  heating,  and  ventilation  more 
efficient  at  all  our  schools.  We  realize  that  some  of  our  buildings  are 
old  therefore,  we  must  continue  to  upgrade  them  so  we  might  save 
repair  and  energy  costs  in  the  future. 

Test  scores  came  in  at  near  or  above  state  average  in  all  schools. 
The  high  school  tenth  grade  scores  were  in  the  top  10%  statewide.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  none  of  the  schools  in  Haverhill  have  been 
designated  as  a  school  in  need  of  improvement. 

There  are  some  changes  in  staffing  to  report  to  you.  Brian  Desilets 
took  over  as  the  Principal  at  Woodsville  High  School  this  year, 
replacing  Sean  Moynihan.  As  of  January  3,  2005,  Ronald  Upton 
joined  the  staff  at  Woodsville  High  School  as  the  Assistant  Principal. 

Lloyd  Steeves  and  Kent  Riach  have  announced  their  intention  to 
retire  at  the  end  of  this  school  year.  We  would  like  to  thank  these 
two  professionals  for  their  years  of  devotion  to  the  school  district. 


On  a  sad  note,  Dr.  Howard  R.  Goodrow  passed  away  unexpectedly 
on  December  26,  2004.  Dr.  Goodrow  led  our  SAU  as  Interim 
Superintendent  on  two  occasions  in  the  past  four  years,  during  times 
when  we  needed  his  leadership  desperately.  We  are  truly  grateful 
for  all  he  did  for  us  here  in  Haverhill  and  SAU  #23  and  we  mourn  his 
passing. 

In  closing,  we  look  forward  to  the  support  of  the  voters  at  the  Annual 
School  District  Meeting.  We  feel  that  the  budget  we  are  presenting 
to  you  will  continue  to  make  progress  educationally  while  being 
fiscally  responsible.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


It  gives  me  a  great  sense  of  pleasure  to  report  our  progress  on  the 
goals  set  forth  In  my  first  annual  report  last  year.  I  am  aware  that 
meaningful  goals  take  time  to  achieve  and,  while  I  am  happy  that  we 
have  begun  measures  and  have  shown  some  progress,  I  realize  that 
there  is  much  more  to  be  done  on  each  of  these  issues. 

•  We  have  finished  the  Professional  Development  Master  Plan 
for  SAD  #23  and  it  has  been  approved  by  the  NH 
Department  of  Education  until  2007. 

•  We  have  worked  hard  with  consultants  to  develop  the 
instruction  of  writing  for  our  teachers  throughout  the  SAU. 
Our  consultant,  Diana  Leddy,  has  been  conducting  a 
yearlong  class  on  Teaching  Writing  in  the  Classroom  with 
approximately  30  teachers.  This  should  make  a  difference  in 
student  writing  for  all  of  our  students  within  the  SAU. 

•  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  none  of  the  schools  within  our  SAU 
have  been  designated  as  "schools  in  need  of  improvement". 
While  I  am  very  happy  about  this,  it  is  important  to  realize 
there  is  no  one  person  in  any  district  who  is  responsible  for 
this  improvement,  it  is  a  collaborative  effort  by  administrators 
and  faculty. 

The  Federal  Government,  through  "No  Child  Left  Behind" 
legislation,  will  continue  to  raise  the  bar  for  standards  in  our 
schools  and  students.  In  short,  what  is  acceptable  as 
progress  for  our  students  today  will  not  be  good  enough  in 
the  future,  and  we  must  work  together  for  continued 
improvement  within  our  school  system. 

•  Each  school  in  the  SAU  has  a  School  Improvement  Plan  and 
each  school  is  working  to  improve  their  areas  of  weakness. 

•  We  have  successfully  opened  King  Street  School  as  an 
alternative  school  for  some  of  our  high  school  students,  and 


have  expanded  the  size  of  the  French  Pond  School  Program 
that  serves  our  younger  students.  Both  of  these  programs 
help  us  to  keep  our  own  students  within  our  district,  which 
also  helps  to  keep  costs  down  to  the  taxpayers. 

•  The  most  contentious  issue  within  our  SAU  has  been  how 
much  each  district  pays  for  bussing  students.  After  working 
on  this  Issue  for  the  last  year  and  a  half,  I  believe  that  we  will 
have  some  very  good  news  to  announce  soon  that  will  be  a 
win-win  situation  for  all  of  our  districts,  and  help  to  keep  our 
transportation  costs  down. 

•  The  SAU  Gifted  and  Talented  Committee  has  been  meeting 
for  about  a  year  and  a  half  to  develop  policies  and  tools  to 
help  in  identifying  and  providing  for  gifted  and  talented 
students  within  the  SAU.  All  the  school  boards  recently 
accepted  an  evaluation  tool  presented  by  the  committee. 

•  I  have  lobbied  hard  in  Concord  to  try  to  get  resources  for  all 
of  the  SAU  school  districts  so  we  do  not  lose  State  funds  we 
desperately  need  to  sustain  our  programs  and  not  further 
burden  our  taxpayers.  We  have  seen  some  success,  but 
more  work  is  needed  to  help  the  legislature  understand  our 
ongoing  needs.  I  have  felt  that  our  local  elected 
representatives  have  expressed  support  for  us  in  this  cause. 
We  need  additional  funding  from  the  State  and  Federal 
Government,  especially  on  previous  unfunded  mandates  like 
Special  Education  and  No  Child  Left  Behind. 

I  look  fonward  in  the  upcoming  year  to  begin  work  in  the  following 
areas. 

1 .    Infuse  more  technology  within  our  programs.  We  will 
need  significant  teacher  training  in  this  area  to  help 
our  students  develop  higher  level  thinking  skills. 
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2.  Update  and  revise  our  policies  within  all  the  districts 
in  the  SAU. 

3.  Reach  out  to  other  school  districts  and  SAU's  to 
establish  partnerships  so  we  might  share  some  costs 
that  will  benefit  our  students. 

4.  Work  with  Math  Curricula  to  try  to  improve  student 
work  in  this  area.  I  hope  to  earmark  resources  to 
develop  the  Math  Curriculum  in  all  schools  at  all 
grade  levels. 

I  am  very  conscious  that  many  of  the  goals  we  set  take  more  than 
one  year  to  accomplish.  Sometimes  turning  a  school  district,  and  in 
this  case  the  SAU,  takes  considerable  time  and  effort.  Therefore,  we 
need  to  look  at  the  items  listed  as  ongoing  projects. 

I  continue  to  be  thankful  for  the  work,  many  times  behind  the  scenes, 
of  the  SAU  Board  members.  These  people  work  very  hard  to  make 
our  schools  better,  and  for  the  most  part  receive  little  recognition  for 
what  they  do. 

I  look  forward  to  continued  service  as  your  Superintendent.  1  feel 
privileged  to  work  with  the  Central  Office  staff  at  SAU  #23,  and  with 
the  staff  of  each  of  the  eight  schools  I  serve.  My  hope  is  to  continue 
to  make  decisions  with  the  interest  of  our  students  in  mind.  It  is  my 
intention  to  work  in  unison  with  the  communities  to  try  to  improve  our 
schools,  if  only  just  in  small  steps.  The  schools  after  all,  are  a 
reflection  of  the  community. 

I  thank  you  for  your  trust  in  me;  I  will  never  take  it  for  granted.

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WOODSVILLE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

It  is  important  for  the  community  to  l<now  how  effective  the  Haverhill 
School  System  is  in  providing  quality  instruction  for  all  of  its  children. 
Parents  and  taxpayers  have  the  expectation  that  the  funds  and 
resources  they  provide  for  the  education  system  are  being  used 
efficiently  and  effectively.  High  standards  and  student  achievement 
are  the  factors  embedded  in  the  design  and  implementation  of  a 
sound  educational  program. 

The  grade  three  NHEIAP  scores  for  the  spring  of  2004  indicate 
continued  progress  in  both  English  Language  and  Mathematics.  The 
six-year  composite  shows  our  students  continue  to  perform  in  the 
state  average  range.  These  same  results  also  indicate  that  fewer 
students  are  scoring  in  the  Novice  category  and  conversely,  more 
students  are  scoring  in  the  Proficient  category. 

The  composite  scores  from  the  standardized  IOWA  Test  of  Basic 
Skills  that  includes  reading,  language,  mathematics,  science,  and 
social  studies  for  grades  one  and  two  indicate  that  the  children  in 
grade  one  are  performing  better  than  73%  of  other  first  graders  in  the 
United  States.  The  second  grade  is  performing  better  than  82%  of 
other  second  graders. 

These  scores  are  strong  indicators  of  the  quality  of  the  school's 
program  and  instructional  staff.  One  hundred  percent  of  the  teachers 
at  WES  meet  the  High  Quality  Standards  as  prescribed  in  the  No 
Child  Left  Behind  legislation. 

The  proposed  budget  for  2005-2006  for  WES  does  not  reflect  any 
significant  increase  in  spending.  There  is  however,  a  stronger 
emphasis  in  several  areas.  You  will  notice  increased  spending  for 
substitute  teachers;  staff  increases  for  the  Student  Support  Center, 
Staff  Development  Services,  and  field  trips.  There  have  been 
reductions  in  library  and  reading  recovery  books,  replacement  of 


equipment,  special  education  materials,  additional  equipment,  and 
the  principal's  office  accounts.  These  shifts  in  priorities  are  done 
carefully  and  with  purpose. 

New  Hampshire  Project  Learning  Tree  and  WES  are  in  the  final  year 
of  a  three-year  grant.  The  relationship  has  been  very  valuable  to  the 
school  district.  There  has  been  a  marked  interest  in  natural  science, 
community  resources,  professional  training,  and  integrated 
instruction.  WES  is  now  in  a  position  to  offer  the  community  a  paper 
re-cycling  center  free  of  charge  in  the  coming  months.  The  children 
know  of  conservation  practices  and  now  have  the  opportunity  to  work 
within  their  community  to  demonstrate  best  practices.

HAVERHILL  COOPERATIVE  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 
PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


The  2004-2005  school  year  opened  on  August  30,  2004  with  307 
students  in  grades  four  through  eight  from  Haverhill,  Benton,  Bath, 
and  Warren.  Several  staff  changes  occurred  over  the  summer. 
Bethany  Michal  and  Candace  Theberge  were  hired  to  teach  special 
education.  Gretchen  Weiss  was  reassigned  from  sixth  grade  to  teach 
fourth  grade.  New  instructional  assistants  include  Brenda  Amnott, 
Lee  Saposnik,  Brenda  Martel,  Lee  Davidson,  Donna  Lee,  Rose 
Clark,  Crystall  Grown,  and  Ellen  Reingold.  New  after-school  program 
staff  members  are  Angela  Hannett  and  Daryn  Fenoff. 

Average  class  size  at  the  middle  school  this  year  is  18.  Students  in 
all  grades  complete  a  course  of  study  that  requires  them  to  take 
math,  science,  social  studies,  and  English  all  year  long.  In  addition, 
all  students  complete  six-week  courses  of  study  in  art,  computers,  life 
skills,  music,  physical  education,  and  technology  education.  Band, 
chorus,  and  theater  programs  involve  about  a  third  of  all  students.  A 
strong  athletic  program  includes  soccer,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  field,  and  softball  for  all  students. 

The  faculty  has  established  these  goals  for  the  current  school  year: 

1.  Improve  school  climate  by  reviewing  and  revising  current 
procedures,  routines,  supports,  and  strategies  to  ensure  that 
they  address  student  behavior  issues  in  a  proactive, 
consistent,  and  developmentally  appropriate  fashion. 

2.  Improve  academic  achievement  by 

a)  continuing  to  refine  classroom  assessment  procedures 
used  to  measure  students'  progress  toward  instructional 
goals  and; 

b)  modifying  the  delivery  of  instruction  as  needed  in  order  to 
ensure  that  all  students  are  making  progress  toward  meeting 
those  instructional  goals. 


3.    Improve  interdisciplinary  and  cross-age  cooperation  and 
relationships  in  the  school  by  providing  thoughtful  and 
meaningful  opportunities  for  teachers  and  students  in  all 
parts  of  the  building  to  work  together. 

The  faculty  is  to  be  commended  for  its  commitment  to  several 
initiatives  the  school  has  undertaken  to  meet  these  goals.  Many  staff 
members  have  been  trained  in  the  implementation  of  Responsive 
Classroom,  an  approach  to  school  discipline  that  assumes  that  the 
school's  social  curriculum  is  as  important  as  its  academic  curriculum. 
More  than  half  of  the  homerooms  are  using  elements  of  this 
approach  and  more  teachers  will  be  trained  later  this  year.  In 
addition,  all  teachers  are  continuing  implementation  of  instruction  and 
assessment  principles  they  have  learned  through  their  Research  for 
Better  Teaching  training  and  their  Understanding  by  Design  training. 
Teachers  are  doing  a  better  job  at  making  their  performance 
expectations  for  students  clearer  and  are  becoming  more  adept  at 
measuring  their  students'  progress  toward  those  expectations.  As  a 
result  of  these  efforts,  HCMS  continues  to  improve  the  academic 
performance  of  its  students.  Strong  gains  in  the  area  of  reading  and 
writing  have  the  school  performing  at  state  average  on  the  state's 
assessments  only  three  years  after  being  on  the  list  of  one  of  the 
state's  lowest  performing  schools. 

The  staff  and  students  of  HCMS  are  grateful  for  the  continued  strong 
support  of  the  PTA.  A  new  PTA  board-with  Karen  Norcross  as 
president,  Brenda  Jewett  as  vice-president,  Julia  Huntington  as 
treasurer,  and  Sheila  Brill  as  secretary-has  helped  to  continue  the 
organization's  tradition  of  making  HCMS  a  great  place  for  children. 
Each  year  the  PTA  sets  aside  approximately  $6,000  to  support 
special  programs  here  at  the  school.  Thanks  to  the  PTA,  HCMS 
students  enjoy  a  more  enriching  education. 
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This  is  the  third  year  of  the  expanded  after-school  program.  Funded 
by  a  mix  of  local  tax  dollars  and  private,  state,  and  federal  grant 
funds,  the  program  provides  daily  academic  support  for 
approximately  fifty  students  every  day  after  school.  The  two-hour 
program  provides  homework  tutoring,  enrichment  activities,  field  trips, 
daily  snacks,  and  a  late  bus.  An  advisory  council  for  the  program  has 
been  formed  with  the  goal  of  developing  a  sustainability  plan, 

HCMS  continues  to  participate  in  Governor  Benson's  Technology 
Promoting  Student  Excellence  program,  the  initiative  that  put  laptops 
into  the  hands  of  each  of  the  school's  seventh  graders.  This  program 
has  greatly  expanded  the  learning  opportunities  for  the  seventh 
grade  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  the  next  three  years.  This  one- 
to-one  computing  program  has  fully  integrated  technology  into  the 
classrooms  and  improved  the  likelihood  that  these  students  will 
develop  the  ability  to  use  the  computer  as  an  essential  tool  for 
learning,  thinking,  and  communicating. 

This  is  an  exciting  time  to  be  at  HCMS,  a  school  that  is  making  great 
strides  in  improving  the  quality  of  its  service  to  the  community.  The 
students  and  staff  of  Haverhill  Cooperative  Middle  School  are  grateful 
for  the  taxpayers'  generous  support  of  the  middle  school's  programs 
and  invite  any  interested  community  member  to  visit  the  school  and 
observe  its  programs.  Students  receive  a  strong  education  at  HCMS 
because  of  the  town's  long-standing,  thorough  commitment  to  its 
schools.  Thank  you.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  one  hundred  and  eighth  report  to  the 
Town  on  behalf  of  Woodsville  High  School.  It  has  been  a  great 
privilege  to  work  with  the  children  and  townspeople  of  the  school 
district,  and  I  am  quite  pleased  with  the  program  the  taxpayers  of 
Haverhill  have  allowed  the  school  to  establish  and  maintain.  The 
talented  faculty  and  staff  at  WHS  continues  to  improve  these 
programs  by  participating  in  district-wide  writing  workshops  and 
adapting  to  the  consistent  progress  we  have  made  with  the  changes 
to  the  curriculum. 

We  had  three  fine  teachers  retire  this  past  year,  Kathy  Lindsey,  Hans 
Dietz,  and  Larry  Duffy.  We  also  had  two  teachers  leave  us  for 
personal  reasons  and  Principal  Sean  Moynihan  took  on  the 
challenges  of  another  school  district.  We  were  able  to  hire  some  fine 
individuals  to  fill  our  needs.  Mike  Severino,  Amanda  Cobb,  Ron  Hill, 
Amy  Boyd,  and  A.J.  Plateau  have  joined  our  faculty  and  have  been 
wonderful  assets  for  the  students  at  WHS.

Woodsville  High  School  continues  to  be  a  participating  member  of  the 
Foundation  for  Excellent  Schools,  and  we  are  currently  working  with 
the  Foundation  in  their  Century  Program.  This  program  targets  one 
hundred  schools  that  will  in  turn  target  one  hundred  students  to 
participate  in  the  program.  Through  consistent  goal  setting, 
participation  in  service  learning,  and  increased  exposure  to  colleges, 
we  plan  on  improving  student  achievement  and  partnering  with  local 
colleges  to  provide  our  students  with  more  opportunities.

Many  thanks  also  go  out  to  all  of  the  businesses  that  continually  give 
their  help  and  support  every  year  for  the  students  in  the  community.
